DATE SET FOR 
DECISION ON LEMON 
GROWERS PROJECT 


Upland’s city council will meet 
in a special session next Friday at 
2:00 p. m. to decide the fate of the 
proposed housing project for the 
Mexican nationals, 
ed at last night’s regular meeting 
of the council: Recommendations 
of the planning commission will 
be considered at that: meeting 
which promises to bring to a solu- 
tion the problem which has been 
discussed prominently at recent 
meetings of the city council. 

Friday’s date for the special 
meeting of the council was select- 
ed because the planning commis- 
sion does not meet until next 
Thursday. 

The Upland Lemon Growers as- 
sociation’s revised architectural 
plans for the dormitories to house 
citrus workers were declared by 
City Attorney Edward Gray to be 
excellent, but the council voted 
down a motion by Councilmaa 
Ray Sherwood that the “city man- 
ager be instructed to issue a build- 
ing permit to the association” 
when the motion failed to carry 
because of a tie vote. The vote 
was 2 to 2. Councilman Ibanez 
was not present at last night's 
meeting. 

Interpretation of what is meant 
by “Multiple family dwelling’ re- 
mains the hitch that has prolong- 
ed the digcussions on whether it 
is legal to build dormitories at 
Fourteenth street and Campus 
avenue—the proposed sited. 

Otto ristensen, speaking in 
favor of ah dmmediate issuance of 
the permit, told the council that 
the lemon growers had been co- 
operative in meeting with the 
planning commission and in com- 
plying with all city building speci- 
fications. He said that the matter 
had been “going in a circle” too 
long, and should be settled im- 
mediately if the Lemon Growers 
association is to be successful in 
harvesting citrus this year. 

Attorney Gray expressed the 
opinion that the legality of issuing 
a building permit for the dormi- 
tories is questionable under the 
present zoning laws of Upland. 

Discussion at last night’s meet- 
ing indicated that a compromise 
solution may be reached through 
a building of dormitories which 
may be razed after the 'war when- 
ever it is deemed necessary by 
the planning commission and city 
council. 

Application for a building per- 
mit for two dormitories at Four- 
teenth and Campus was filed yes- 
terday by D. M. Tyler, manager of 
the association. This application 
was a routine procedure and is- 
suance of the permit depends up- 
on action of the planning eommis- 
sion and the councilmen next 
week,

On the basis of estimated 1945 gross receipts of all busi- 
ness firms and individuals in California, this tax would 
amount to new and additional taxes of approximately one 
billion dollars a year—inereasing the cost of state govern 


ment more than 400% at one fell swoop. Even on the basis 


of more normal business levels, as in the years 19387 to 1989, 
the additional tax, according to an analysis just completed 
by the state chamber of commerce, would amount to over 
500 million dollars. 

The joker provision, which would permit pension pay 
ments far in excess of the earnings of most gainfully em- 
ployed ¢itizens, is handled in this fashion: 

Twenty per cent of revenues derived from the tax, but 
not exceeding $100,000,000, are to go for the general support 
of state government and public schools. The remaining 80% 
of gross income tax receipts, up to Fo0V0,000,000, aud all such 
receipts between that amount and one billion dollars, are to 
go into the pension fund. And if there is any money left in 
the pension fund in ans viven month after the #60 minimum 
is paid, the balance is to be divided among the old age pen- 
sioners the following month, in addition to the #60 then due. 
Then, in the event the tax yields more than one billion dol- 
lars annually, 90%. of the excess is to go to swell pension 
payments. 

‘Last year, on that basis, the actual pension would have 
amounted to $180 per month for each of 400,000 eligible pen-
